Angela Beck, one of the most 
dynamic and_ enthusiastic 
Soacies of ne game today, Ne 
enters her sixth season at the e 
University of Nebraska with a Lt NS 
79-63 record. That record fi ; 
makes her the winningest / 
coach in Husker women’s bas- } 
ketballhistory. CoachBeckis | / 
known for her motivational 
speaking ability and her com- 
munity service. In addition to her many speaking engage- 
ments, she is involved with the Governor's Council of 
Physical Fitness and also serves as the State Director of 
Basketball for the Nebraska Special Olympics. 

Beck is very dedicated to teaching her student-athletes 
not only the skills to play basketball, but also the qualities 
which will prepare them for the game of life. As a role 
model, Coach Beck is emphatic about not only “taking 
from the game,” but also “giving back” to the game, the 
university and the community. She encourages her play- 
ers to become involved in D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resis- 
tance Education), “Just Say No,” and other programs 
which benefit the people of all ages throughout the state. 

Coach Beck has also earned national recognition through- 
out her 11-year coaching career. She has been chosenas 
a member of the Kodak All-America selection committee 
and casts her ballot on both the United Press International 
(UPI) and USA Today coaches’ polls. 

Through the six years of Coach Beck’s tenure at Ne- 
braska, the Huskers attendance has risento a conference- 
leading level, the membership of the booster club, the 
Fastbreakers, has more than doubled (to over 200 mem- 
bers), and the overall interest in Husker women’s basket- 
ball has blossomed. 

In 1986-87, Beck’s first season at Nebraska, the Huskers 
finished with a 16-13 overall record and a fourth-place 8-6 
mark inthe Big Eight. This is an impressive fact consider- 
ing that the team was rebounding from an 11-17 season 
and played national-caliber teams lowa, Texas A&M, 
Montana, Stanford and Illinois. 

The following season she led Nebraska to a 22-7 record 
and its first-ever Big Eight Conference title and the Husk- 
ers madea clean sweep of the Big Eight awards. Beck was 
named the Coach-of-the-Year, Maurtice Ivy received Player- 
of-the-Year and Kim Harris earned Newcomer-of-the-Year. 
Nebraska made its first-ever appearance in the NCAA 
Tournament, but lost to Southern California in the first 


Jame. 

g With the addition of six top 20 teams to the 1988-89 
schedule, Beck's third season proved to be very challeng- 
ing for UNL. While finishing 14-14 overall and sixth in the 
Big Eight at 5-9, the Huskers placed senior Amy Stephens 
on the All-Big Eight first team. Stephens qualified for the 
1989 U.S. World University Games team and went on to 
play professional basketball in West Germany the follow- 
ing year. 

Beck's fourth season at Nebraska proved to be a chal- 
lenging one for the Huskers. With eight underclassmen, 
Nebraska fought inexperience in a 10-18 season that in- 
cluded several close losses and a seventh-place tie in the 
Big Eight at 2-12. Among the bright spots in the season 
was Karen Jennings, a 6-2 freshman sensation from Per- 


sia, lowa. Jennings earned co-Newcomer-of-the-Year 
honors and the future started to look brighter. 

Coach Beck and the Husker coaching staff took Huskers 
Kelly Hubert and Jennings, along with the first-ever Big 
Eight Select All-Star Team, to Czechoslovakia for a six- 
game international tour. Beck completed the summer by 
serving as an assistant coach on the U.S. Olympic Festival 
South team, while Huskers Jennings and Rissa Taylor 
competed on the North squad. 

Last season, Beck's team was 17-11 and finished ina tie 
for second in the Big Eight at 8-6. Jennings earned first- 
team All-Big Eight, honorable-mention Kodak All-America, 
GTE Academic All-America, and led the conference in 
scoring with a 20.5 average. Freshman Meggan Yedsena 
became the second-straight conference Newcomer-of- 
the-Year for Nebraska and the third in the last six seasons 
for Coach Beck, a testament to her recruiting abilty. Both 
Jennings and Yedsena played in the 1991 U.S. Olympic 
Festival and Jennings was named to the all-tournament 
team and earned a berth on the 1991 U.S. Junior National 
Team which toured 
and played in Mexico. 
Sue Hesch was cho- 
sen to play on the 
second Big Eight 
Select All-Star team 
and traveled to Brazil 
for competition. NU 
graduates Ann Halsne 
and Kelly Hubert 
played professional 
basketball in Austra- 
lia during the 1991 
summer. 

Beck is a 1979 gradu- 
ate of Millikin Univer- 
sity, where she earned 
All-America honors in 
her senior season. 
During her collegiate 
career, she estab- 
lished 17 school scor- 
ing and assist records, many of which still stand. She 
received her master’s degree in coaching and administra- 
tion from Illinois State. In 1988 she was inducted into the 
Millikin University Athletic Hall of Fame. 

Priorto coming to Nebraska, Beck served as head coach 
for three seasons at Southeast Missouri State University 
and another three years at Bradley University. At SEMO, 
she led the Otahkians to back-to-back 20-win seasons and 
finished witha 53-34 overall record. At Bradley, the Braves 
registered a 38-44 record under her direction.

Theresa Becker enters her 
sixth season as an assistant 
women’s basketball coach for 
the University of Nebraska. Prior 
to her arrival in Lincoln, Becker 
served in a similar capacity for 
Angela Beck at Bradley Univer- 
sity from 1983-86. She began 
her collegiate coaching career 
in basketball and softball at 
Furman University from 1981-83. 

A1981 graduate of Southeast Missouri State Univer- 
sity, Becker received Cum Laude academic honors while 
earning 13 varsity letters in basketball, volleyball, softball, 
tennis, field hockey and track. 

In 1977, she was selected to the United States women's 
handball national team. She was a member of the team 
through the 1980 Olympictrials, during the Moscow Olym- 
pic games boycott era and continued with the national 
program until 1983.

Athletic Director 


Bob Devaney continues to lead the Nebraska Athletic Department with the same vigor, enthusiasm and 
administrative excellence that marked him as one of America’s greatest football coaches during his 


colorful gridiron career. 


Devaney is in his 30th year of providing drive, leadership and pride in the Cornhusker athletic program. 
He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of building a successful football program, and he suceeded 
far beyond anyone's expectations. During an 11-year stint as Husker foctball coach, Devaney’s teams won 
101, lost only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .829. His career mark of 136-30-7 for an .806 


ranked him as the winningest coach in the nation at the time of his retirement in 1973. Devaney's teams 
won eight Big Eight Conference titles and two national championships during the 1962-72 span, with his teams going to nine bowl games. He 


twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 


Since becoming athletic director in 1967, Devaney has brought the same success to the overall Husker athletic program that he brought to the 
football program. Under his leadership, Nebraska annually sets the pace in the the Big Eight Conference all-sports race with solid entries in all 


men’s and women's sports. 


Under Devaney’s guidance, Memorial Stadium has been enlarged, artificial turf has been installed and replaced three times, a Stadium Office 
building was constructed, and sports facilities such as the Otto and Gladys Baumann Baseball Complex, Buck Beltzer Stadium, Ed Weir Track, 
a new indoor practice facility, and the women's softball complex have come into being. 

Itwas Devaney’s leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska Legislature, that resulted in the passage of a cigarette tax to provide funds 
for a new athletic complex, the basketball arena-indoor track-swimming and other sports building which opened on the State Fair Grounds in 
1976. University of Nebraska Regents recognized Devaney's contributions to that four-and-a-half-acre structure by naming it the Bob Devaney 


Sports Center in 1978. 


Agraduate of Alma (Michigan) College in 1939, Devaney served as a high school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and Alpena in 
Michigan before joining Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957, he became head coach at Wyoming where his teams 


posted a 35-10-5 record.

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1991-92 Husker Season Outlook 


The Nebraska women’s basketball program 
begins its 17th season and the sixth under the direc- 
tion of head coach Angela Beck. Beck, the winningest 
coach in NU women’s hoop history with a 79-63 
record, has both hot and cold feelings about the 


upcoming season. 


Not to say she is undecided, but rather the fact 
that she sees Nebraska as being both hot and cold. 
Hot is the fire of honorable-mention All-American 
Karen Jennings in the frontcourt and ice is the cool- 
ness of 1990-91 Big Eight Newcomer-of-the-Year Meg- 
gan Yedsena in the backcourt. 


“Coming off last season’s 17-11 performance, | 
feel that this year we will definitely improve on that,” 
said Coach Beck. “How much we improve remains to 
be seen. But | am certain that we will be a pretty good 
team.” 


Beck has three returning starters from last season 
in the form of Jennings, Yedsena and Sue Hesch. 


Both Jennings and Yedsena earned Big Eight New- 
comer-of-the-Year honors as freshmen, and, accord- 
ing to Beck, “You will see a very much improved Sue 
Hesch, after the experience she gained playing this 
summer with the Big Eight Select Team in Brazil.” 


Jennings, a first-team All-Big Eight performer last 
season, led the Big Eight in scoring with a 20.5 per- 
game average, but Beck comments, “Karen was the 
leading scorer in the Big Eight, but we didn't win the 
league. What that means is that we have to readjust a 
bit and try to get more people into scoring position 
and shoulder some of that burden.” 


Yedsena, who joined teammate Jennings on the 
North squad at the 1991 U.S. Olympic Festival, returns 
for her second season at the point, after registering 
163 assists last year, the second-best season total 
ever, while scoring 7.3 points and grabbing 3.1 
rebounds per game. “Meggan’s summer and off-sea- 
son work will show up this season in the form of a 
much improved player,” says Beck. “She is going to 
enter this season with a lot of confidence. She has the 
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potential to be the finest point guard in the league this 
season and the value of that is how she leads the 
Huskers. 

“With Meggan’s cool, ‘Ice’ effect and Karen 
coming off a ‘Hot’ summer, you will finally see a couple 
of players emerge like a Maurtice Ivy or 
Amy Stephens did in the past,” Beck 
continued. One of the things | like about 
the 1991-92 season is we finally don’t have 
just one key player, we have a couple.” 


If there is a question mark about this 
season it is on defense. Beck said, “I'm 
not sure who will carry the burden of the 
key defensive player on this team.” Ne- 
braska graduated its two top defensive 
performers in Kelly Hubert and Kristi 
Dahn, and Beck added, “Our early 
concern and emphasis will be on defense. 
It is obviously a big key for a successful 
season. Karen and Meggan will have to 
step it up and we will need the new

players to make significant contributions.” 

Along with three returning starters from last sea- 
son's team, are Kim Yancey, Sara Offringa, Rissa 
Taylor, Carol Russell and Kristi Anderson. Beck feels 
the only possible question with regards to the offense 
for this season will be at the shooting guard position. 
“We have several options, but at this point, we are not 
sure who will emerge. Probably, it is the most wide- 
Open spot on the team.” 


Newcomers will have to play a big role on this 
year’s team. Junior college transfers Shawn Collains 
and Nafeesah Brown, who have played together since 
high school, will be challenged to fill those roles, along 
with freshmen Sauna Witherspoon, Belinda Bynum 
and Tanya Upthegrove. Witherspoon, who set several 
team conditioning marks, is described by Beck, “As 
the fastest and strongest incoming player we have 
ever had.” 


According to Beck's viewpoint, “The Big Eight 
Conference looks to have Kansas and Colorado as the 
frontrunners. You know that you can’t count out 
Oklahoma State, and Oklahoma should be much 
improved. The trio of lowa State, Kansas State and 
Missouri are in rebuilding years, but if things click for 
them, they will be an important factor in the league 
race.”

Karen Jennings has taken her 
lowa high school six-on-six bas- 
ketball experience and in two 
seasons, turned it into major-col- 
lege level honors. Entering her 
third season with Nebraska, Jen- 
nings has already earned confer- 
ence newcomer-of-the-year, first- 
team all-conference and honorable-mention All-America 
honors. The Persia, lowa, native has started 43 of 56 
games for the Huskers and has scored 948 points for a 
16.9 career average, while grabbing 238 rebounds for a 
7.7 mark. Those totals already rank 14th in scoring and 
13th in rebounding on the all-time NU list. 

1990-91: She was the team’s and conference's leading 
scorer, scoring 574 points for a 20.5 per-game average. 
She had career highs with 31-point performances at both 
lowa State and Kansas State, and in 19 games, led the 
Huskers in scoring. Jennings set all-time sophomore season 
records with her 574 points and 20.5 scoring average, 
while her 11 free throws against Missouri was a game 
mark. Jennings scored in double figures in 27 of 28 games 
as a sophomore, and added to the 25 times she accom- 
plished that feat as a freshman, has scored 10-or-more 
points in 52 of 56 games while wearing the Scarlet and 
Cream. In April, she became one of the few basketball 
players to ever earn a third-consecutive spot ona U. S. 
Olympic Festival roster. She finished the competition as 
her team’s leading scorer with a 14-point-per-game aver- 
age. Even though she finished as the top scorer, she was 
highly commended by her teammates and coaches for 
her defensive prowess. Her total all-around performances 
landed her a spot on the 1991 U.S. Women's Junior 
National Team and a trip to Mexico. An outstanding 
student with a 3.885 grade-point average, she was voted 
to the GTE Academic All-America first-team. 

1989-90: Karen Jennings was voted the Big Eight 
Conference’s Co-Newcomer-of-the-Year. During her first 
season, she led the Huskers with a 13.4 point per-game 
average and was second with a 6.6 rebounds average. 
She had personal bests of 26 points against Creighton and 
17 rebounds against Oklahoma. In Big Eight Conference 
action, she and teammate Ann Halsne led the team with 
11.9 scoring averages, while Jennings grabbed a team- 
high 7.4 rebounds per game. During the summer, Jen- 
hings toured Europe with the Big Eight Conference Women’s 
Select Basketball team and also played in the U.S. Olym- 
pic Festival for the second time. 

High School: Jennings was a highly recruited athlete 
who earned such honors as a two-time all-stater, honor- 
able-mention All-America, Southwest lowa six-on-six ath- 
lete-of-the-year, and was the state’s leading scorer with a 


59-point average. She was also an all-state selection in 
volleyball and a finalist for the Dial National Scholar/ 
Athlete award and was the state runner-up in the discus 
and finished fifth in the shot put. During the summer of 
1989, she was a member of the North team which earned 
a Gold Medal at the 1989 U.S. Olympic Festival. She was 
the valedictorian at Tri-Center High School and posted a 
3.98 grade-point average. 

Personal: Karen is the daughter of Jim and Verna 
Jennings, majors in exercise physiology, and was born 
April 15, 1971, in Norfolk, Neb.

SUE HESCH 


Senior — 6-1 
Forward 
Wahpeton, N.D. 


Sue Hesch embarks on her 
senior season with the Nebraska 
basketball team after making the 
transition from high school All- 
American to Nebraska volleyball 
player to Husker basketball player. The Wahpeton, N.D., 
native left her twin sister, Sara, and the Nebraska volleyball 
team back in 1989 to turn her attention to basketball. The 
impact she made on the NU program and the Big Eight is 
evidenced in the fact that she, in two seasons, has scored 
255 points and started 25 of 51 games. She registered 
career-highs last season with 16 points against Northern 
Illinois and Colorado and 15 rebounds against James 
Madison and Colorado. 


1990-91: After spending a year re-learning and refining 
her basketball skills, Hesch blossomed into the pros- 
pected standout that earned her significant high school 
honors. She was the team’s third-leading scorer and 
rebounder, averaging 8.0 points and 5.8 rebounds. She 
led the team and was second in the Big Eight with a .578 
field-goal percentage, and also averaged 1.4 steals and 
1.1 assists. She scored a career-high 16 points against 
both Northern Illinois and Colorado, while setting a per- 
sonal-best with 15 rebounds against both James Madison 
and Colorado. She was selected by her teammates as 
“Most Improved Player”, which was due largely in part to 
her earning most valuable player awards at both the 1990 
Wimmer’s Invitational and the Ohio State Buckeye Clas- 
sic. She was also honored by her selection to the 1991 Big 
Eight Select All-Star team and toured Brazil during the 
summer. 


1989-90: In a transition year, moving from the Husker 
volleyball team to the basketball team, Hesch played in 23 
games, and scored 30 points, averaging 1.3 points and 
1.5 rebounds for the year. She had a personal-best of six 
points and five rebounds against Creighton. 


1987-89: Sue and her twin sister, Sara, were members 
of the Big Eight champion Husker volleyball team. After 
red-shirting her first year with the volleyball team, Sue 
played in 34 games and recorded 41 kills, 14 blocks, 36 
digs and a .208 hitting percentage. 


High School: Sue was the 1987 North Dakota High 
School Female basketball athlete-of-the-year and earned 
high school All-American honors. She was a three-time 
all-conference performer on the court and with her sister 
led Wahpeton to the state title their senior season. 


Personal: She is the daughter of Joe and Carol Hesch, 
majors in exercise science and was born Aug. 19, 1969.

The team’s only sophomore, 
Meggan Yedsena made aninstant 
impact on Nebraska and the Big 
Eight last season, earning confer- 
ence Newcomer-of-the-Year and 
honorable-mention all-conference honors, the only fresh- 
man to do so. She posted the second-highest season 
assists total in NU history with 163, while also registering 
the third-highest steal mark of 86. She started all 28 games 
for NU, leading the team with a 29.6 minute-per-game 
average, and helped the team to a 17-11 mark and a 
second-place finish in the Big Eight at 8-6. 


1990-91: Yedsena scored 204 points in her first 
season at NU, but more impressive, she registered 163 
assists for a 5.82 per-game average, the second-best ever 
at NU and third-best in the Big Eight. She led the Huskers 
with 86 steals, second in the conference. She had per- 
sonal bests with 16 points against Creighton and later 
against Kansas State, while twice she missed the Ne- 
braska single-game record of 13 assists by one, getting a 
dozen against both Kansas State and Oklahoma. She set 
season freshman records with both her assists and steals 
totals, while her 15 of 56 three-point shooting were both 
new marks. During the summer, she joined Husker team- 
mate Karen Jennings on the North team at the 1991 U.S. 
Olympic Festival, and earned a Silver Medal, losing in the 
finals in overtime. 


High School: Meggan Yedsena came to the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska women’s basketball program as one of 
the most highly touted point guards in the United States. 
An All-America pick by Street & Smith, USA Today and 
Parade Magazine, Yedsena was also named the Gatorade 
Circle of Champion State Player-of-the-Year in Pennsylva- 
nia. She was the president of the National Honor Society, 
named in Who's Who, and was the Mahanoy Area High 
School Academic student of the year.

Carol Russell is one of three 
seniors onthe Nebraska women’s 
basketball roster. The Manhattan, 
Kan., native has been a steadily 
improving reserve for Coach Beck 
and the Huskers. She played in73 
games in her first three seasons. 
Russell has 190 points in her career, as well as 127 
rebounds, 129assists and 39 steals. She had career-highs 
of 11 points against lowa State and eight assists against 
both Creighton and Oklahoma during the 1989-90 season. 
She has started 10 times and is a 41.1 percent shooter 
from the field. 


1990-91: Russell played in all but one game for the 
Huskers and scored a personal season-high 91 points. 
She averaged 3.4 points, 2.0 rebounds and 1.6 assists per 
game and scored a season-high of 10 points against both 
lowa and Kansas. During the Big Eight schedule, she 
averaged 3.9 points, 2.2 rebounds and 14.3 minutes, while 
shooting better than 47 percent from the floor. Russell is 
most remembered for her single-game effort versus Kan- 
sas, where she had a clutch performance coming off the 
bench. She scored nine points in the last four minutes and 
single-handedly led the Huskers to a victory over the 
Jayhawks. She was honored by her teammates at the 
post-season banquet with the “Husker Reserve Award” as 
the most outstanding player off-the-bench. She also was 
cited for her “Outstanding Off-Season Performance,” by 
the coaches. 


1989-90: Russell worked her way intoa starting position 
10 times and averaged 2.6 points, 2.1 rebounds and 
notched her personal-best of 11 points in a loss to lowa. 
She also set personal-bests with seven rebounds against 
Kansas State, eight assists against both Creighton and 
Oklahoma and two blocked shots against Kansas and 
Colorado. 


1988-89: In her freshman season, Russell played in 18 
games and averaged 1.5 points and 0.8 rebounds per 
contest. She had bests of nine points against Oklahoma 
State and five assists against Colorado.

Kim Yancey enters her final sea- 
son with the Nebraska Huskers 
having played in 81 games and 
started 23 for the Scarlet and 
Cream. The Holden, Mo., native 
has scored 389 points during her 
three-year career for an average 
of 4.8 per game and has 153 assists, 23 steals and 92 
rebounds. The team’s top returning three-point shooter, 
she has hit 18 long-range shots in her career and four 
times has connected twice in a single game. She had a 
career high 20 points against Oklahoma in 1990, and also 
scored 19 against Sam Houston State last season. 


1990-91: Yancey played in 27 of the team’s 28 games, 
averaging 2.9 points, 1.0 rebounds and 1.1 assists. She 
had a high of 19 points against Sam Houston State, one- 
shy of her personal best. She had eight rebounds in the 
NU overtime loss to Wisconsin, equaling her career-high 
set against Oklahoma as a sophomore. A three-point 
specialist, Yancey is known for her ““zone-busting” ability. 
At the end-of-the-year award banquet, she was presented 
the “Most Dedicated Lifter” award by her teammates. 


1989-90: Yancey, who had earned a starting berth as 
a freshman, continued her career by scoring 8.7 points 
and dishing out 2.6 assists per contest. She started 18 
games and set career highs of 20 points and six rebounds 
against Oklahoma, and equaled her personal-best of seven 
assists in games against Georgia State and lowa State. 
She set an all-time Nebraska sophomore game record by 
hitting two three-point goals in a game, and set season 
marks of 15 three-pointers, 48 3-point attempts and a .313 
3-point percentage. 


1988-89: Yancey gained valuable experience during 
her freshman season, as she played in 26 of the team’s 28 
games and started five times. She averaged 12.9 minutes, 
2.6 points, 1.0 rebounds and 2.0 assists per game. She 
had a personal best of 12 points against Kansas, and 
notched a career-best seven assists against U.S. Interna- 
tional. In Big Eight action, she averaged 3.3 points and 1.3 
rebounds, while playing 15.6 minutes per game.

108 rebounds for the Huskers for 3.6 and 2.3 per-game 
respective averages. She had personal highs of 14 points 
and nine rebounds registered against Creighton in her 
freshman season and Robert Morris last year. Her 4.0 
scoring average last season is the fourth-best of any of the 
returning players on this year’s team. 


1990-91: Taylor started five games and played in 27 for 
Coach Angela Beck’s Huskers, scoring a personal season 
high 109 points. She also grabbed 81 rebounds for a 3.0 
average, and tied with teammate Kelly Hubert for the team 
lead with 14 blocked shots. She had a season-high 13 
points and a personal-high nine rebounds against Robert 
Morris. 


1989-90: Taylor began her career with Nebraska fol- 
lowing a volunteer redshirt season as a freshman. In her 
first year, she appeared in 20 games averaging 3.0 points 
and 1.4 rebounds for the Huskers.

It may or may not come asa surprise 
that the university recognized as hav- 
ing one of the most dominating foot- 
ball programs inthe 1970’s and 1980’s 
is also the proud home of one of the 
most stable and dominating women’s 
athletic programs in the country.

Inits 16 years of Big Eight Conference 
competition, Nebraska has won 67 of 
the 156 league championships it has 
competed in for an outstanding .430 
winning percentage. During the last 
10 seasons, Nebraska has captured 
52 conference crowns, including a 
continued 15-year domination in vol- 
leyball as the league’s only cham- 
pion. Both the indoor and outdoor 
track and field teams have won 12 
consecutive championships, while the 
gymnastics and swimming and diving 
teams have totaled nine and five, re- 
spectively. 


In the 1990-91 season, four Univer- 
sity of Nebraska teams captured Big 
Eight Conference Championships, 
claiming titles in volleyball, swimming 
and diving, and both indoor and out- 
door track and field. The volleyball 
and the outdoor track and field teams 
each finished third at the NCAA Cham- 
pionships, while the indoor track and 
field team was fourth and the swim- 
ming and diving team placed 28th. 


Since the Big Eight Conference was 
established in 1974, the Huskers have 
more than doubled the championships 
won byany other school. Nebraska is 
also the only Big Eight Conference 
school to have captured at least one 
championship in each of the 10 con- 
ference-sponsored programs.

The University of Nebraska is proud to introduce the 
nation’s premier academic center for student-athletes. A 
$1.1 million expansion and renovation project has pro- 
duced a 21,000 square-foot facility that can accommo- 
date up to 600 students in a convenient and comfortable 
environment. The new center includes an expanded 
study area, a private computer lab featuring 25 comput- 
ers, individualized study, a career counseling center, a 
film room and also the men’s and women’s dining area. 
Nebraska leads the nation in GTE Academic All-Ameri- 
cans in all sports combined with a total of 57. During the 
1990-91 academic year, seven Huskers claimed first- 
team GTE Academic All-America honors, including bas- 
ketball student-athlete Karen Jennings, one of the few 
sophomores to ever earn this distinction. Husker stu- 
dent-athletes earning between a 3.0 and 4.0 cumulative 
grade-point average, receive a special medallion at an 
annual academic honors banquet.

Al Papik, former director of admissions and ad- 
vising for the University of Nebraska and a noted authority 
on NCAA eligibility and admissions procedures, is the as- 
sistant athletic director for compliance and administrative 
services at the University of Nebraska. Papik’s responsi- 
bilities include compliance, rule interpretation, athletic 
certification and liaison to the NCAA and the Big Eight 
Conference. He also has the administrative responsibility 
of the academic support units. Papik joined the UNL staff 
in 1973 as Director of Admissions after serving in the 
same capacity at Doane College.

-A SUMMARY OF SUPPORT SERVICES- 


ORIENTATION: The new student-athlete orientation con- 
sists of informative sessions designed to assist with the 
transition from high school to college. 

STUDY PROGRAMS: All incoming student-athletes are 
required to complete eight hours of study time per week. 
The study program is very flexible and also allows the 
students to meet with tutors and use the computers. 
TUTORIAL SUPPORT: The tutorial program at Nebraska 
helps achieve academic success. Tutorial support is very 
important as a freshman and is utilized by all students, 
including those who do “A” work and those striving for “A” 
work. 

SUBJECT TUTOR: A subject tutor provides specific course 
guidance in either one-on-one sessions or group review 
sessions. It is possible to have a subject tutor for all 
courses. 


MENTOR TUTOR: A mentor tutor is typically an upper- 
class or graduate student who assists in developing sound 
time management and study skills. They also provide 
personal counseling. 

CAREER COUNSELING: The career counseling pro- 
gram at Nebraska helps student-athletes identify majors 
and prepare for realistic career opportunities upon gradu- 
ation. 

SIGI PLUS: Sigi is a computerized career exploration 
program which conductsa thorough self assessment and 
then recommends relevant career choices. 

COMPUTER SUPPORT: The Academic Counseling Unit 
provides one of the most extensive computer support 
facilities for student-athletes. The new computer lab houses 
25 terminals which are highly accessible to any student- 
athlete. 

DEGREE AUDIT SERVICE: Degree audits are completed 
on all student-athletes to make sure sufficient progress is 
being made toward degree completion and graduation. 
The degree audit specialist will assist in the advising 
process and make certain student-athletes are satisfying 
the 30-hour rule, initiated to insure that a minimum of 30- 
hours of study must be complete per year. 


HUSKER STRENGTH COMPLEX 


“Where the best athletes come to get better” 


In January, 1990, the University of Nebraska Strength 
Complex unveiled a new $1.7 million facility that is second 
to none in the United States. The new 17,000-foot expan- 
sion project turned the Husker weightroom facility into the 
largest in the world. The 30,000 square-foot area houses 
an infinite amount of both weight-machines and free weights, 
in addition to an adjoining aerobics and rehabilitation 
room with the latest in hi-tech equipment. Eagle Cybex 
equipmentis available for modified workout programs and 
injury rehabilitation. 

One reason for the great success Nebraska basketball 
has had recently is a direct result of what Nebraskans call 
“Husker Power,” referring to the most technological and 
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up-to-date strength and conditioning program in the country. 

The athletes’ preparatory season starts in late March 
after the NCAA Tournament and finishes in October, when 
Official practice begins. The primary purpose of the Ne- 
braska program is to help players reach their maximum 
performance potential via a variety of challenging and 
stimulating training modalities such as; flexibility enhance- 
ment, sport-specific strength and power training, speed 
and agility drills, aerobic circuits, plyometrics, and body 
composition evaluation. 

Performance testing and strength testing are routinely 
performed at specific times of the training cycle to ensure 
ample progress is being made. Emphasis is placed on 
gaining lean-muscle mass and reducing body fat, thus 
increasing vertical jump, speed, and body coordination, 
leading to a fine-tuned athlete. Performance is evaluated 
by testing of vertical jump, 10-yard and 40-yard dashes, 
the pro agility run and the 300-yard shuttle run. Test 
results are compared with body weight and entered into 
the Performance Index Computer, developed at Nebraska. 
All the data are then summarized into one number called 
the Performance Index, indicating improvement in each 
category and helping coaches to pinpoint each individ- 
ual’s strengths and weaknesses.

The Strength Index is evaluated much the same way by 
testing of the Hang Clean, Squat, and bench press exer- 
cises. A Strength Index number is then derived, indicating 
the need for future emphasis on total body power, lower 
power, or upper power strength. This system of evaluation 
is the only one like it inthe country, which gives us an edge 
in maximizing athletic potential and reducing sports inju- 
ties.

With continued addition of talented athletes to utilize the 
tremendous resources made available by the nation’s 
finest strength program, Nebraska basketball’s growth is 
virtually unlimited. 

The student-athlete has an advantage in the new facility 
because it provides separate areas for different parts of 
the athlete’s body to individualize the athlete’s strength 
training. The Husker Strength Complex is under the 
direction of Boyd Epley. 

The strength complex is connected to the Hewit Aca- 
demic Center for student-athletes by two hallways that run 
the entire length of the West Stadium, and features a glass 
wall for viewing approximately 40 yards long.

TRAINING TABLE 


Good eating habits are a must for athletes who want to 
perform their best, both in the classroom and on the 
playing field. By working with the International Center for 
Sports Nutrition (ICSN), the University of Nebraska is able 
to make sure their athletes will be able to continue the 
good nutrition habits they learned at home. 

ICSN’s history of successful programs and research 
prompted the University of Nebraska’s athletic depart- 
ment to select ICSN to provide nutrition and consultation 
services. In addition to its work with the University of 
Nebraska athletes, ICSN plans and evaluates the nutrition 
program of the United States Olympic Committee and 
provides nutrition information to colleges across the coun- 
try through its affiliation with the NCAA. 

The services of ICSN are often sought by many public 
and private organizations across the nation. The Univer- 
sity of Nebraska’s program is unique in that it offers each 
athlete individual attention. The variety of nutrition serv- 
ices offered are: 

* Help athletes know what they should eat 

* Make sure the athletes are getting enough calories, 
vitamins and minerals in the foods they are eating 

* Set individual body fat goals for maintaining, losing 
or gaining weight 

* Help athletes plan an individual nutrition program 

* Work with doctors, trainers, coaches and dietitians 
in researching ways to help athletes remain healthy 
and perform better 

* Provide written materials on nutrition 

* Answer nutritional questions 

Because the University of Nebraska and ICSN are con- 
cerned with the long-term health of athletes, they have 
worked together to conduct studies on preventing heart 
disease in athletes, determining the adequacy of athletes’ 
diets and evaluating the best way to lose or gain weight. 
Such studies will benefit UNL’s athletes now and long after 
they leave the university.

Statistical updates, press releases and feature information are issued from the Nebraska Sports Information Office on 
a weekly basis during the season. 

Your host at Nebraska is Assistant Sports Information Director/Women’s Sports Information Director Terry L. Beek. 
All requests for passes for working press, radio, television and photography must be directed to Beek at the Sports 
Information Office, 116 South Stadium, Lincoln, Neb. 68588-0123. Media passes which cannot be mailed in advance 
are held at the willcall window, under the ramp on the south side of the Bob Devaney Sports Center. 

Coach Angela Beck's interview times: The best time to reach Coach Beck for interviews during the week is from 10 
a.m. to noon, at (402) 472-6462. Player interviews during the week, must be scheduled through the sports information 
office. 

Working media personnel are seated in the courtside press area, on the south side of the Bob Devaney Sports Center 
arena level. Photographers may shoot from the south side, or either of the ends (east or west), but NOT behind the 
bench area. All media and photographers must have a press pass to occupy these areas. Non-working press and 
scouts are allowed in the press area if room permits, but a seat assignment request must be made in advance. 

Post-game interviews with the coaches and players are conducted by the Nebraska Women’s Basketball locker room, 
following a 10-minute cooling-off period, should the staff request. Press members are reminded that Nebraska policy 
prohibits media access to the lockerroom at any time. 

Press facilities are located just off the arena level to the southeast. Telephones are provided ona first-come, first-serve 
basis, with collect or credit card access. Complete post-game statistical packets, including NCAA box and play-by- 
play, may be picked up in the press room following the game. There is also a FAX machine available and requests 
should be made to the sports information representative before the game begins.
